The Empire’s Shop Window. 


“The great area at Wembley is virtually 
a shop window, in which the Empire will 
display to the world what it can produce, 
what it can manufacture and what it can, 
sell.” In these terms the Prince of Wales, 
at a trade dinner in London on Wednesday, 
defined the nature and purpose of the 
forthcoming British Empire Exhibition. 
Last week we deplored the Free State 
Government's refusal to be represented 
officially at Wembley, and expressed a 
fear that the decision might be mis- 
interpreted.

Governmént’s attitude clearly. More than 
a year-ago, he said, the Government: 
decided to take part, but financial diffi- 
culties had intervened, and it was. con- 
sidered necessary to withdraw. The with- 
drawal, however, was reluctant,. This. 
statement absolves: the Government from. 
any charge of sulking in its tent. Never - 
theless, we feel bound to associate cur- 
selves with the regret which was expressed 
in the Senate. The occasion is not 
likely to recur, and the decision of tlie 
Government, though, perhaps, well- 
founded, is extremely unfortunate.

FACILITIES FOR FREE STATE 
CITIZENS. 

On Monday next an inland cash on de- 
livery parcel post will be inaugurated in the 
Irish Free State. Its operation will be con- 
fined to parcels posted in, and intended for 
delivery in, the Irish Free State. 

To persons in rural areas the service is 
one that should prove a great boon, as it will 
give them shopping facilities practically equal 
to those enjoyed by residents in towns. 

Delivery -will be effected speedily, and as 
soon as the trade charge has been ool- 
lected the amount will immediately be re- 
mitted to the sender of the parcel. by money 
order. There will be no undue delay. Parcels 
over £10 in value will not be delivered, but 
retained to be called for by the consigneés, 
who will be notified. These parcels will be 
held for not more than ten days, and if rot 
called for within that time will be returned to 
the senders, who will be required to pay the 
return postage. 

When any parcel transmitted by this service 
is pps it cannot be opened until. the 
amount of the trade charge is paid. 

The cash on delivery service has-been suc- 
cessfully tried in certain foreign countries 
and British Dominions. In the United Svates 
of America, in Denmark, France, Switzerland, 
and other countries it is extensively used, 
and there seems to be no reason why it 
should not be equally successful in this coun- 
try. It is interesting to note that in France, 
during 1921, the number of cash on delivery 
parcels dealt with was 7,000,000, an increase 
of 3,000,000 over the number in 1919. 

The service will be experimental for six 
months, and its continuance. will depend on 
the extent to which it is patronised by the 
public. 

A special. cash on delivery fee will be 
charged by the Post Office for the services. 
This will vary according to the amount to be 
collected, and will be as follows :—One shilling 
where the amount of trade charge does not 
exceed £5; la. 6d. where the amount is be- 
tweeu £5 and £10, 2s. where it is be⸗ 
tween £10 and £15, and 2s. 6d. where it is 
between £15 and £20. The fee, which will 
be prepaid by the sender, will be in addition 
to the ordinary postage and to ary other 
charges. The parcels will be accepted at head 
offices, town branch offices, and important sub- 
offices only.

MR. CHURCHILL'S LETTER. 


The Westminster Gazette says: — The pauic 
fears of a Labour Government that Mr. 
Churchill expresses will leave Liberals gene- 
rally mentally undisturbed. His letter, what- 
ever its form and whatever its suggestion, is 
in reality a plea for the union of Conservative 
and Liberal forces, and any such union would, 
we hold, be suicidal to Liberalism. 

The Morning Post says:—Mr. Winston 
Churchill, possibly because he is not in Par- 
liament, sees the situation more clearly than 
Mr. Asquith. Neither a man nor a party ca» 
serve two masters. It is impossible for a 
Socjalist Government to be at once loyal to 
the British. cause, and to the policy of a body 
of. international Socialists. 

The Daily Chronicle says:—Mr. Winston 
Churchill seems to have missed the realities 
of the s{tuation. The manifestoes of both 
Labour and Liberals agree in the main features 
of a great constructive programme. Liberal 
support can, and will, be withdrawn on any 
revolutionary measures, and the Labour Go- 
vernment will come to an end.

DANGEROUS. PROSPECTS. 

It is astonishing that we should be com- 
mitted to such dangerous prospects with so 
little real cause. Although party antagonisms 
are so active and feverish, there never was & 
moment in our modern history when there 
was a greater body of general agreement upon 
what should be immediately dune or attempted 
in domestic and foreign policy. The great 
central mass of the nation earnestly desires to 
see foreign affairs and social reform dealt with 
by the new Parliament on their merits, with. 
out rancour or prejudice, and in a sincere 
spirit of good-will. All such prospects will be 
destroved by the accession to office of a 
minority party, innately pledged to the funda- 
mental subversion of the existing social and 
economic. civilisation, and organised for that 
purpose, and for that purpose alone. Strife 
and tumult, deepening and darkening, can be 
the only consequence of minority Soctalist rule. 

It ought not, however, to be supposed that 
the procedure of the House of Commons, or 
the character of the British Constitution, ren- 
ders such disastrous developments and con- 
tingenciés inevitable. 

lt is the duty of the House of Commons, 
representing “the will of the people newly 
recorded at the election, to express its whole 
mind. It is its duty to relieve the Crown 
by every means, and to the utmost possible 
extent, from difficulty or controversy. The 
House of Commons will fail in its duty if at 
tenders to the Crown an incomplete, partial, 
or misleading address. 

There is nothing to prevent the House of 
Commons, if it chooses, sending to the Crown 
an address, in reply to the Gracious Speech, 
which, if it expresses want of confidence in His 
Majesty’s present Ministers, also records its re- 
pudiation of Socialism, and its distrust of 
those whose policy of a capital levy, and of 
the nationalisation of the means of produc- 
tion, distribution, and exchange, have been 
so signally defeated at the polls. Such an 
address would truthfully express the general 
mind of the House and the decision of the 
electors, and would reduce and hmit to nor- 
mal constitutional dimensions the burden 
placed upon the Crown. 

Watching the long,series of disastrous and 
purposeless party follies which have marked, 
and are still marking, the progressive de- 
generation of our affairs, I feel bound to 
place on record a warning of the dangers 
into which we are drafting, and to point to a 
means .whereby, in accordance with the wish 
of the great majority of the electors, and in 
full harmony with the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, these dangers can, even at the eleventh 
hour, be avoided. 

Our difficulties, no doubt, will not be ended 
by any single step, but I am sure that by 
recording a simple, straightforward, and com- 
plete expression of the collective national wish 
the new Parliament will, at the outset of 
its life, have established itself on a basis 
from which the solution of these difficulties 
will be rendered far easier. 
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A CRITICAL MOMENT. 


INDUSTRY AND A LABOUR 
GOVERNMENT. 

A Labour Government’s attitude to in- 
dustry was discussed by Sir Erie Geddes, in 
his speech as President at the annual meet- 
ing of the Federation of British Industries 
yesterday. 

To-day we do not know what party or 
combination of parties may provide His 
Majesty's Government in the immediate 
future, said Sir Erie Geddes, and it is im- 
portant that we should define what the atti- 
tude of the Federation is going to be, and 
the more neéessary because of the possibility 
that the Government may be provided from & 
party which has not yet had governmental 
experience. The Federation had never te- 
garded anything but industry and its well- 
being, and that from a purely national, and 
not sectional, standpoint, and it had not in- 
terfered in Labour matters. Whether a Con- 
servative, Labour, or Liberal Government is 
the one to which we have to look in the uear 
future, he added, we will, I believe, wisely 
treat all alike, irrespective of party or per- 
sonality. 

It- is of ill-omen that when a_ peaceful 
revolution is occurring in our political history, 
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employment has slowly been diminishing. 
World trade and the prosperity this 
country and its industry were balanced on 4 
knife edge, and very little might turn the 
balance either way.

SEIZED MOTOR CARS, 


Mr. O’Maille, Deputy-Speaker i i

Mr. Patrick Clancy asked the Minister of 
Finance whether any machinery had been set 
up to deal with claims of persons whose motor 
cars were seized-by the British military in 
1920-21, where such claims had ‘been ‘rejected 
by the Shaw Commission as not coming within 
their jurisdiction; ‘ if so, what procedure 
should be adepted by such persons, and 
whether a claim lodged with the Commission 
within the twel*— months, and su vently 
rejected, would accepted by the British 
authorities after the period of twelve months 
had expired, 

The Minister of Finance said that negotia- 
tions were still proceeding with the British 
Government on the question of the machinery 
to be established for dealing with the claims 
referred to. Ample notice would be given of 
the procedure to be followed. He was not 
aware of any time limit in regard to claims 
such as those mentioned. 


STRIKING OF RATES. 


Major Bryan Cooper asked the Minister of 
Local Government whether, in view of the 
fact that the Local Government elections had 
been postponed, he would consider the ad- 
visability of introducing legislation to postpone 
the striking of the rates for the current year 
until the new county and district councils had 
been elected. 

The Minister said that the matter had 
already been fully considered. The postpone- 
ment of the striking of rates’ would necessarily 
result in the heavy accumulation of overdraft 
interest, which would become an additional 
charge on ratepayers.. It would also tend té 
defer the commencement of numerous 
economies which the councils had realised were 
— in the present examination of esti- 
mates. 


GOODS FOR THE LR. A. 


Replying to a question by Mr. T. Murphy, 
the Minister of Defence said that accounts for 
goods supplied to officers and men of the 
I. R. A. during the period, February to June, 
1922, would be considered by the authorities. 
If it could be proved that the goods were 
necessary for the maintenance’ of troops loyal 
to the Provisional Government, and the prices 
claimed were reasonable, the accounts would 
be paid. '

RULING. 


Before the House proceeded to resume con- 
sideration of Mr. Sean-Milroy’s motion rela-

When the Standing Orders were suspended, 
Mr. Johnson raised the further point that the 
motion required a majority of members quali- 
fied to vote. Mr. O Maille again ruled that 
the motion had had such a majority, since 
only those who had taken their seats were 
gualified to vote. : 

Mr. Johnson adverted to the rulings given 
from the chair and guóted copiously from the 
Hansard reports to prove that certain: Stand- 
ing Orders had not Leen correetly interpreted 
by the House, or rather by the chair. He 
explained that he was not going te challen 
the rulings in any way that would affect the 

rocedure in regard to the passing.of the 

ublic Safety Bill, but he merely wished to 
draw attention to the circumstances in which 
the rulings were given. 

If the majority of the House at any time 
was empowered to abolish for the time being 
the Standing Orders, it might abolish even 
a quorum, and any four or five members of 
the House who might be brought together 
could put into the chair a complacent chair- 
man, and they might pass any resolution of a 
financial character or a bill imposing taxation 
or removing taxation. Such a chance minority 
could do anything if they had no Standing 
Orders. , 

He therefore submitted that this wag an 
impossible position for. any minority in the 
House to remain under if the decision of the 
previous day was to be taken as the law of 
the House,

President Cosgrave said that Deputy John- 
son had given a fair exposition’ of the ral 
procedure since first met.

The findings of the Committes he described 
as a deliberate attempt to mislead the Govern- 
ment and the public in re to the theoreti- 
cal and technical principles upon which pro- 
tective tariffs were constructed—such were 
the lengths in contemptible innuendo to which 
Cobdenite propaganda could go.

The digression of the Committee was made 
especially unpardonable by the grossly im- 

. manner in which those topics been 
dealt with in the — An appeal was 
made to the lower selfish interests of human 
nature well calculated to set class against 
class, interest against interest, labourer against 
employer, consumer against producer, and 
agriculturist against townsman. Throughout 
the report ‘every divergency of interest 
between: different sections of the community 
was strongly emphasised, but the interests 
which the country had in common had been 
entirely ignored, and the Committee had not 
found occasion, even once, to use the words 
„ citizen’ or “‘ citizenship.” 


THE NATIONAL STANDPOINT. 


The Committee never once appeared to have 
visualised the reference to it from the stand- 
point_of ‘the nation or that of the citizen, but 
solely from that of a group of persons having 
divergent interests. | 

There were, however, on record two declara- 
tions by the President which gave him ho 
that the report would never be an indication 
of Government policy. The great human 
factor upon which the report should have 
‘Ynformed them was ignored. That factor was 
the neéds of the people, not the elusive at- 
traction of the mirage of Free Trade. The 
econdmic domination of this country: by 
Britain was its inspiration, and its offering to 
this nation was the trail of the emigrant. 
Happily, this report was not the last word 
on the matter. They must search in another 
direction for a remedy of their economic dis- 
tress, if faith in the nation’s future had not 
been abandoned by the dp ony and more 
especially by those whom the people had 
galected as the custodians of their rights and 


liberties. 
‘Mer. Milroy concluded his speech, which 
took twe hours and three-quarters to deliver, 
by quoting Frederick List: Let us only 
have the courage to believe in a great national 
future, and in that belief march forward, 
Above all, let us have spirit enough at once 
do plant and protect that which will yield 
its richest’ fruits to the future generations, 
First, let us gain possession of the home 
market, 80 lar, at 3 as 1 ping 
a eneral necessi ity, and, secondly, us 
Dr countries direct 
from those countries, and pay íor them with 
our own manufactured goods. : 
Government applause greeted the conclusion 
of Mr. Miiroy’s address. - 
Mr. William Sears, in seconding the motion, 
condemned the. report of the Fiscal Commis- 
sion as partial: It would be too bad, he 
said, to allow the foreign dumper ” to re- 
main to reap the benefit, of the change to 
native Government. The conclusions set 
down in the report were unwarranted. The 
Committee, he complained, had gone to every 
length to make a case against Protection. 
lt was but right, said Mr. Sears, that 
they should give their own manufacturers first 
claim or hold on the home markets; after 
that they could partake in the ordinary inter- 
lay with other nations for the foreign trade, 
le suggested that the report was unfair and 
incomplete.

COMPLAINTS ,OF DELAY.

The staffs went back 
in October, and one of the factors that in- 
duced them to go back to work was the 
promise of the Chairman of the Postal Com- 
mission that if they did so the Commission 
would sit as quickly as possible and take 
up consideration of the whole wage question. 
The Commissioners found that they had to

It seemed that 82s, 10d. a week was 
quite adequate for pusely mechanical work. 

In reply to Mr. Johnson, who asked what
